Planning Commission 


EBRUARY 1 marked the offi- 
cial launching of Juniata’s 
long-range postwar fund of one 
million dollars approved last 


spring by the Board of Trustees 


and the Planning Commission. 

That Juniata may best be able 
to serve the needs of America’s 
youth in these critical postwar 
years, a planning commission, as- 
sisted by ten alumni committees, 
was appointed in March, 1944. 
After careful study of available 
college facilities and the probable 
future demands on them, it was 
the unanimous conviction of this 
commission that to fulfill most 
satisfactorily the ideals on which 
Juniata was founded, a competent 
faculty and a splendid curriculum 
would be severely handicapped 
without additional facilities. 

It was determined, therefore, to 
establish a million dollar fund to 
be known as the Juniata postwar 
fund. This will provide for the 
erection of five new buildings, for 
the enlargement of two present 
ones, and for $400,000 additional 
endowment. 

The immediate objective, or 
first step in this program includes 
the provision for a combined so- 
cial center and enlarged dining 
room in Brumbaugh and Oneida 
Halls and a physical education 
building on the north campus with 
Oller Hall and The Cloister. The 
physical education building will 
be erected to the honor of Juni- 
ata’s men and women who fought 
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and who died in World War II. 


These are the needs as deter- 
mined by the Planning Commis- 
sion. It is the belief of the com- 
mission that the continuation of 





the high position of Juniata among 
the colleges of America depends 
upon the fulfillment of these 
needs. Juniata stands on the 
threshold of a great future. This 
future must be worthy of the past 
and attuned to the changing re- 
quirements of the approaching 
peacetime era. 

A desire to improve is nothing 
new in Juniata’s history. Begun 
nearly three quarters of a cen- 
tury ago with one instructor and a 
student body of three, the college 
then set as its ideal, a college, 
Christian in concept, which would 
prepare the student both to live 
a good life and make a good living. 

Actual efforts in the Postwar 
Fund Drive were begun early in 
February with meetings in the 
various Juniata areas and detailed 
information on the plans of the 
college should be in the hands of 
all alumni in the very near fu- 
ture. Chairman for the local areas 
already appointed are: LeRoy 
Maxwell for the Waynesboro- 
Hagerstown area; Frank Norris 
for the Cambria-Somerset-Indiana 
area; and Percy Rowland for the 
Philadelphia-New York area. 


Social Events 


UNIATA’S unusually full calen- 

dar of events presents a varied 
and interesting season of enter- 
tainment. 

In connection with the Hunting- 
don Cooperative Concert Associa- 
tion, three musical programs have 
been scheduled for this year. On 
October 29, Patricia Travers, vio- 
linist, opened the Oller Hall season 
with a concert. The Don Cossack 
chorus appeared on January 16 
and John Sebastian, harmonicist, 
is scheduled for a program on 
March 11. A feature of the Home- 
coming week-end was a lecture- 
recital by Mildred Young concern- 
ing her experiences in USO tours 
overseas. 


The college has also sponsored 
a series of lectures on great works 
of literature. Dr. Edward Howard 
Griggs, president of the Brooklyn 
Institute of Arts and Sciences, lec- 
tured in September on Homer’s 
Odyssey. On November 5, Dr. 
Harris Kirk, prominent Baltimore 
minister and former professor at 
Princeton, discussed the Book of 
Jeremiah and Dr. Carl W. Hasek, 
head professor of Economics at 
The Pennsylvania State College, 
spoke on the Communist Mani- 
festo, December 3. 

Other Oller Hall events included 
the semester play, Kauffman and 
Hart’s famous, “You Can’t Take It 


With You,” presented by the 


Masque on December 12 and the 
Juniata League All-Club Night 
presentation of Sue Read in a 
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lecture-recital on Christmas lore, 
December 6. 

Hilda Banks, pianist, appeared 
with the Altoona Civic Symphony 
under the direction of Russell W. 
Gerhart on February 1. On Val- 
entine’s Day, a lecture-recital on 
styles of acting was presented 
by Miss Elizabeth Birdsall of the 
Yale School of Drama.

New Faculty Residence 


APTER numerous delays due to 
labor and material shortages, 
work has neared completion on re- 
modeling of the campus building 
damaged by fire last January. 
Formerly used as a residence 
for two faculty members and for 
music studios and classrooms, the 
new building will be devoted ex- 
clusively to faculty use, providing 
living accommodations for five 
faculty women and a large down- 
stairs lounge which will serve as 
a place for trustee meetings, fac- 
ulty functions, and various other 
small gatherings. The first floor 
will also accomodate the college 
guest room and a small kitchen- 
ette. 
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Considerable remodeling was 
involved in adapting the building 
to present uses. Most noticeable 


change was the shifting of the en- 


trance from Moore to Seventeenth 
Street and the removal of the 
large porch which formerly sur- 
rounded two sides of the building. 
The entire interior plan of the 
house has been shifted, with new 
floors and new partitions through- 
out, and a completely new heating 
system.

Hall at 10 A. M. at which the 
speaker will be Dr. W. W. Peters, 
president of McPherson College.

Recent Casualties 

GIN CE victory, the college has 
been saddened by the addition 

of two names to the list of those 

who have made the supreme sac- 

rifice, Ist Lt. Robert Fields, ’43ex, 

and Cpl. John Ake, Jr., ’46ex. 

Lt. Fields was killed in Italy on 
February 22, 1945. A member of 
the Air Corps, he entered the serv- 
ice February 3, 1943, and arrived 
overseas on September 9, 1944. He 
had made thirty missions over 
enemy territory and apparently 
was killed when the plane he was 
piloting crashed at the home base. 
However, little of the news con- 
cerning his death is authentic. 

Cpl. Ake died on November 17, 
1945, of pneumonia after a brief 
illness, presumably aboard a hos- 
pital ship at Yokohama, Japan. 

Members of the family heard 
from John in a letter written on 
October 29, when he was aboard 
a hospital ship for treatment and 
observation. He wrote, then, that 
his condition was good and that 
he expected to be discharged in a 
few days. 

Ake had been serving overseas 
since October, 1944. He was first 
stationed in New Guinea, then 


transferred to the Philippines 
where he was located on V-J Day. 
A short time later he joined the 
army of occupation in Japan and 
prior to his illness was serving 
near Yokohama with the Signal 
Corps. 

He is survived by three Juni- 
atians, his father, John, Sr., 715; 
his stepmother, Mrs. Mary Carper 
Ake, ’32; and a brother, William, 
"42ex.

Dramatics fell by the wayside 
during the war years when the 
reduced enrollment made it evi- 
dent that productions of the tra- 
ditional quality were an impossi- 
bility. Folowing the Red Cross 
benefit performance of “The Devil 
and Daniel Webster” in March of 
1942 no dramatic productions wer 
staged. | 


As a result, no new members 
became eligible for the Masquers, 
Juniata’s tradition-proud dramatic 
organization, and it dropped out 
of existence. This lack was felt on 
campus and a lively interest in 
things dramatic was kept alive 
throughout the war. This year, 
with the appointment of Miss 
Doyle, the dramatics club was re- 
organized and immediately set 
about staging its first production. 
Highly successful, the play’s pop- 
ularity proved the degree of in- 
terest in the theater which had 
been maintained both on campus 
and in the community. 


The second semester play, an 
adaptation of Jane Austen’s novel, 
“Pride and Prejudice,” is sched- 
uled for March. 


Also indicative of the initiative 
of drama devotees is the innova- 
tion of a Drama Workshop, which 
plans to produce both original 
plays and condensations of better 
known works from time to time. 
These productions will be student 
directed and arranged and should 
be of invaluable assistance in 
building up a group of experi- 
enced and enthusiastic stage 
workers from the standpoint of 
both acting and production. 

First Drama Workshop produc- 
tion was a condensation of Sir 
James Barrie’s “What Every 
Woman Knows” on January 31 by 
a group under the direction of 
Leland Miles, ’46, who also wrote 
special narrative episodes for the 
presentation. 
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Basketball 


HE return of former basket- 

ball stars from the service has 
given Juniata a basketball combi- 
nation which ranks once more 
with the leading college teams of 
her area. 

Fast and cagy, the team makes 
up for its lack of height with a 
fast breaking technique and pre- 
cision passing. Averaging 58.4 
points per game, the Redskins 
have shown a commendable 
steadiness in playing and shoot- 
ing. Their “off nights” are infre- 
quent and spasmodic outbursts of 
brilliant playing are less common 
than consistently even perform- 
ances. 

Guiding hand of the squad is, of 
course, Coach P. M. Snider, ’26, 
who returned from his navy du- 
ties in time to take over the cur- 
rent season. He found at his com- 
mand, an encouraging line-up of 
seasoned players with more re- 
turning throughout the season. 


Outstanding among these is tall, 
lanky captain, Gene Brumbaugh, 
’46, whose high-scoring average of 
19 points a game puts him among 
the East’s top scorers. Other form- 
er J.C. stars include Mickey Leep- 
er, 46, Ray Clapperton, ’47, Pere 
Blough, ’47, and Norm Furrer, ’46, 
who have returned from service, 
and Earl Kaylor, ’46, Harry King, 
"46, and Danny Restuccia, ’48, 
from last year’s varsity. A fresh- 
man, Ken Grote, °49, has also 
taken over a first-string spot and 
several others have shown definite 
promise under fire. 


Season opened on December 5, 
with a western trip where the In- 
dians dropped their first match to 
a long-legged Westminster outfit 
by a 61-50 margin. The following 
evening, the Snidermen rallied to 
defeat Carnegie Tech by a decisive 
03-41 score. 


First home game, and one of the 
most exciting, was a tilt with a 
crack alumni team composed of 
captains from the last five years. 
Bob Schock, 38, Dan Geiser, ’39, 
George Weber, ’40, Al Leopold, 
41, Tony Reklis, ’42, and Hank 
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Eisenhart, “44 held the varsity 
boys to a neck and neck race, giv- 
ing them a closer game than most 
of their collegiate competition. 
Final decision was 37-32 in favor 
of the varsity. 

A 33-44 set-back at the hand of 
Gettysburg’s powerful quintet 
was followed by a 46-32 victory 
over Dickinson. St. Francis was 
defeated by a sensational 91-46 
edge and the Mechanicsburg Na- 
val Supply Depot team was hand- 
ed two shellackings, 58-41 and 50- 
45. A 78-36 victory over Susque- 
hanna and a second victory, 57-47 
over Carnegie Tech rounded out 
the season, to date. 


Faculty Vets Return 


Faculty G.I.’s have returned to 
the campus as well as former stu- 
dents. Back at their old posts are 
ex. Lt. “Mike” Snider, ’26, T/4 
George Clemens, ’36, and CCM 
Herman F. Scholl. Part-time as- 
sistant in Physical Education dur- 
ing the Fall was Lt. Dan Geiser, 
39, who was on campus until 
January when he entered Ohio 
State University. 

Only recently returned from 
the Pacific, “Mike” was able to 
keep in touch with physical edu- 
cation work during his two years 
in the service, serving as an in- 
structor in the Navy’s physical 
training program for aviation ca- 
dets at Chapel Hill, N. C. and as 
athletic officer at several naval air 
bases in the Pacific-Philippine 
area. 

George Clemens also adapted 
an academic background to a G.I. 
setting by continuing work with 
languages in the Army Intelli- 
gence Corps. Much of his work, 
which took him to England, Af- 
rica, and Italy, was of a highly 
secret nature. 

While in Italy, he took part, in 
addition to this other work, in the 
army’s educational program teach- 
ing Italian and French. 

Prof. Scholl served a tour of 
duty in the Admiralties and the 
Philippines working with Navy 
band units in addition to his duties 
in action.

Masor Harris W. 
HOLSINGER, ’20 


Aas the experience and knowledge 

gained in his years of army service and law 
practice to the solution of what is possibly the 
most crucial problem of our day, Major Harris W. 
Holsinger is serving as executive officer of mili- 
tary government in Northern Japan. In this capa- 
city, he directs the administration of civilian affairs 
for the area. | 

After leaving Juniata, Major Holsinger attended 
the University of Akron and Cleveland Law School. 
During his years in law school, he did double duty 
as student and teacher, holding a position on the 
faculty of a Cleveland High School. 

In 1927, he set up law practice and two years 
later was elected assistant district attorney for the 
Northern District of Ohio. In 1939-40, he served as 
assistant attorney general for the state of Ohio. 

His military record began in 1920 when he be- 
came a non-commissioned officer with the 37th In- 
fantry Division. He was honorably discharged in 
1922 but was commissioned a second lieutenant in 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps in 1927 and has served 
continuously to date. | 

Ordered to active duty in February, 1942, he was 
assigned to military intelligence. For two years he 
was an instructor in the Counter-Intelligence Corps 
Advanced Training School in Chicago and because 
of his work there was recommended by his com- 
manding officer for the award of the Legion of 
Merit. 

Before being ordered overseas, he received in- 
tensive training in military government at Har- 
vard University.

Dr. QUINN 
McNemar, ’25 





Q)NE of America’s outstanding teachers and 
writers in the field of psychological statistical 
research, Dr. Quinn McNemar, ’25, has spent the 
twenty years since his graduation from Juniata in 
studying and teaching at Leland Stanford Uni- 
versity, Fordham, and Princeton, and, more re- 
cently, as an expert consultant to the Secretary of 
War. During this time, he has attracted consider- 
able attention in psychological circles by his spir- 
ited crusade against inadequate research and his 
numerous writings on his own investigations. 
Upon graduation, Dr. McNemar proceeded to 


‘make use of his Juniata major, mathematics, as a 


basis for further study in a little-known field— 
the application of mathematical statistics to the 
study of psychology. He received his Ph.D. degree 
from Leland Stanford University in 1932, and the 
following year served on the Stanford faculty. 

In 1933, he was awarded a post-doctoral research 
training fellowship by the Social Science Research 
Council. Under this fellowship, he spent fifteen 
months in the study of mathematical statistics at 
the University of Chicago, Columbia, and the Uni- 
versity of Michigan. Four more years at Stanford 
were followed by a year at Fordham as associate 
professor of psychology, a fall term at Princeton, 
and two years with the Social Research Council as 
secretary for fellowships and research grants in 
aid. Under the War Department, he was one of a 
committee of three who set up the Special Services 
Division for the study of soldier morale. 

Now back at Stanford, he is assisted in his work 
by Mrs. McNemar, also a psychologist. 
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THE BIOLOGY DEPARTMENT 


Biology Department 


Editor’s Note: In this issue, we are 
beginning a series of articles in which 
we shall attempt to present a picture 
of the various departments of the 
College. As our first subject, we have 
chosen the biology department.

ERHAPS one of the reasons 

that Juniata has so many suc- 
cessful doctors among her alumni 
is the fact that biology has held a 
prominent place in her curricu- 
lum since the earliest days. Now 
a highly specialized and concen- 
trated course of study, it had its 
origin in botany and nature study 
classes given as supplemental 
courses in early curricula. 


Its original purpose was to aid 
the student in building a concep- 
tion of the living world and to 
stimulate the intellectual faculty 
of discernment and discrimina- 
tion, and these goals have been 
preserved as necessary to a liberal 
arts college. 

Originally demanding the serv- 
ices of a single room and a part- 
time instructor, the department 
now occupies the entire second 
floor of Science Hall. On this floor 
there are four laboratories, a lec- 
ture room, a departmental office, 
and a departmental stock room. 
This includes further necessary 
technical equipment such as mi- 
croscopes, kymographs, inductoria, 
and incubators. 





In all cases, an attempt is made 
to arrange available space and 
equipment so as to provide the 
greatest number of students with 
opportunity to complete required 
work and to do additional re- 
search. The main biological lab- 
oratory is used for the larger 
classes, such as General Biology 
and Bacteriology. The smaller 
laboratories are used by students 
for advanced courses. 


The permanent equipment of 
the biological laboratories has a 
value of over $8000, which is made 
up of microscopes and microscope 
slides. In addition, several hun- 
dred dollars are spent each year 
for the purchase of perishable 
supplies. The Biology Department 
also joined the Physics and Chem- 
istry Departments in the purchase 
of a DeVry 16mm. sound motion 
picture projector, which is per- 
manently housed in the lecture 


room on the first floor of Science 
Hall. 

Chairman of the department is 
quiet, mannerly Dr. Homer C. Will, 
who came to Juniata as professor 
of biology in 1931. A graduate of 
Bridgewater College and the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, he received his 
Ph.D. degree from the Uinversity 
of Pittsburgh and has done re- 
search work at Cornell University 
and the biological station at Mt. 
Lake, Virginia. 


Last year’s president of the 
Pennsylvania Academy of Sci- 
ence, he is the author of many 
research papers published in pro- 
fessional publications. Collector 
for the Carnegie Museum of Pitts- 
burgh, his special interest is the 
Hymenoptera or saw flies. In pur- 
suit of this interest, he has made 
collecting trips to Mexico and the 
Pacific Coast. 


Co-worker in the department is 
Dr. Pressley L. Crummy, who is 
college registrar and assistant pro- 
fessor of biology. Also a graduate 
of the University of Pittsburgh, 
he received his bachelor’s degree 
from Grove City College. 


Before coming to Juniata he 
served as head of the science de- 
partment in several Pennsylvania 
high schools and as a graduate 
assistant in zoology at the Uni- 
versity of Pittsburgh. He was ap- 
pointed to the Juniata faculty in 
1935. 


Special fields of interest, in 
which he has published a number 
of treatises, include the biological 
effects of x-rays, morphology of 
vertebrates, and educational 
methods in teaching biology. 

Biology offers a wide array of 
vocational and avocational inter- 
ests. In fact, one or another phase 
of the study may be said to touch 
the life of every individual, and 
the subject provides avenues for 
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Dr. Will examines a collection of insects made by a former student. 
This collection is typical of the sort of independent work encouraged 
- in Juniata students. 


many worthwhile hobbies as well 
as opportunities leading into fields 
of service to mankind. At Juniata 
the courses are designed to meet 
the needs of the medical, dental, 
' nursing, and other professional 
students, as well as the prospec- 
tive teachers of science, students 
interested in a general cultural 
education and those planning to 
take up graduate study in some 
phase of biology. 

Courses suggested for those ma- 
joring in the department cover 
such specialized fields as verte- 
brate anatomy, genetics, bacteri- 
ology, entomology, histology, and 
vertebrate embryology. However, 
biology uses the tools of the other 
fields of science in its constant at- 
tempt to learn more about living 
matter. The subject is at the very 
center of investigations relating 
to life, and lines of demarkation 
between the sciences are not ab- 
solute. It constantly interprets liv- 
ing phenomena in chemical and 
physical terms. Mathematical ap- 
plications are inevitably encoun- 
tered in the expression of biologi- 
cal data. For this reason, there is 
considerable breadth to the know]- 
edge required of biology students.

To date, graduates in the field 
of biology number approximately 
145. A glance at the post-graduate 
activities of this group presents 
some rather interesting data. Of 
this number, at least eighty-nine 
have taken further graduate work 
in specialized fields. A large per- 
cent of these have been claimed 
by medical schools, with sixty- 
three of the eighty-nine entering 
medicine as a profession. Thirty- 
two of these have attended Jeffer- 
son Medical School; eleven have 
gone to Temple, three to Harvard, 
and five to the University of Penn- 
sylvania. Johns Hopkins, Hahne- 
mann Hospital, and Women’s Med- 
ical College of Philadelphia have 
each claimed two, and George 
Washington University, the Uni- 
versity of Maryland, University of 
Pittsburgh, University of Buffalo, 
and Georgetown University, one. 

Nine students have entered 
Dental School, six going to the 
University of Pittsburgh and three 
to the University of Pennsylvania. 
Twenty-five have taken graduate 
work in other specialized fields. 
Of these, six have attended the 
University of Pennsylvania; Penn 
State College, four; University 


of Pittsburgh, three; University of 
Kansas, one; University of Florida, 
one; University of West Virginia, 
one; University of Michigan, three; 
University of California, one; the 
University of Virginia, three; and 
Cornell University, two. 

Other graduates have found 
positions in the teaching profes- 
sion, in nursing, in laboratory 
work, and in scientific research 
work for the government and for 
industrial concerns.
